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THE WORD OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The Senate has passed the bill restoring free pas- 
sage through the Panama Canal to American coast- 
wise shipping, but the House, it is predicted, will de- 
lay action on the measure. 
filled it will-be due to President Harding's personal 
influence. And the reason for this “usurpation of 
legislative acthority by the executive,” which was & 


stereotyped partisan complaint during the second Wil- 


son administration, is well understood. 

With a number of nations sending representatives 
to the disarmament conference called by the Presi- 
cent for the purpose of entering into honorable agree- 
ments for the reduction of military expenditures and 
the maintenance of peace, it will be embarrassing, to 
put it mildly, for the United States to appear as 
hostess of the gathering with the guilt of repudiat- 
ing her solemn word flushing her brow. How can we 
ask other nations to join us in a great enterprise, 
whose cornerstone is good faith, when we have just 
faithlessly broken our own pledge? 

Our obligation under the Hay-Pauncefote treaty per- 
mits of only one construction. We agreed that the 
canal would be open to the use of all nations on equal 
terms. We made no reservation in our own interest. 
We did not stipulate a special privilege for the Amer- 
ican coastwise shipping monopoly. We made a bar- 
gain, and if we conceded much it is also true that 
much was conceded to us. But whether it was a 
good ‘trade or a bad one, we entered into a contract 
which we can only break, as the Senate is willing to 
break it, at the price of dishonor. 

That Mr. Harding is himself responsible in large 
part for the perfidy of the Senate's action is undeni- 
able. During the campaign of last year, with “Amer- 
ica First” interlining all his utterances, Mr. Harding 
spore of the Panama Canal as an accomplishment of 
American conception and daring, a national triumph 
in which he took particular pride and which, he said, 
should serve the interests of America First. Evasive 
and cryptic as his remar!s may have been, they com- 
mitted him precisely to what the Senate has done, 
namely, the repeal of the tolls exemption act by 
which the Wilson administration redeemed the coun- 
try's pledged word. 

Directing the affairs of a nation is not so simple a 
task to Mr. Harding the President as it was to Mr. 
Harding the candidate. Of that fact we have cumu- 
lative evidence. But the changed attitude of the 
President in the present instance, unfortunately, is 
not a matter of conviction but of expediency. The 
repudiation of our treaty pledge is not opposed on 
the grounds of principle. The explanation, as given 
by Senator Lodge, presumably as the administration's 
spo esman, is that the present is not an opportune 
ime for us to be dishonorable. We must wait until! 
the disarmament conference has adjourned before an- 
nouncing to the world that the United States wii] 
break her word whenever she conceives such treach- 
ery to be to her advantage.

holding Our Mexican policy up,” Mr.

“If we hope to see the future put any bet- 
ter face on it we are wait.ng in vain. We have 
been wrong about Mexico, and if we have not 
had the courage to admit it we have at least 
had no insistence from our State Department 
upon the absurd terms attached to recognition. 

“We asked Mexico to pledge herself to our 
construction of her constitution, to legalize al! 
the lands held by our oil concerns without 
scrutiny of title, and to surrender to our honor 
and safe-keeping her sovereignty. 

“That was a good deal for even so powerful 
& country are our own to ask of even so weak 
a country as Mexico. Yet the Mexicans prompt- 
ly refused to make any bargain of the sort. 
Gen. Obregon said in substance that Mexico 
would rather perish as a free State than be- 
come another Cuba or Panama, subject to 
American supervision. 

“We were mighty mum after the General 
made that statement. Our Mr. Hughes had ab- 
solutely nothing to say. He might have proved 
himself a good sportsman and a Statesman of 
the first rank by apologizing to Mexico and 
saying that he had not understood the situa- 
tion. He proved himself neither by not saying 
beans. e 

“Meanwhile, Mexico waited. Needing terri- 
bly our recognition: denied the recognition of 
the great European powers because they wished 
to follow our lead; deprived of financia! credit 
and support which we needed her to have quite 
as much as she needed to have them: pros- 
trate after 11 years of civil war and poor as 
a churchmouse despite her unrivaled natural 
wealth, she still had the pride and courage to 
say to Mr. Hughes: ‘We will not buy recogni- 
tion at any such price.’ 

“She didn't, either. She had right on her 
side. You don't have to be so big when you 
have right on your side. The battle seems to 
be going again.t you until the last, but at the 
last you emerge with the giant’s head on vour 
spear. Weare having a remarkabie illustration 
of that today in the emergence of Mr. Wilson 
from obscurity. He will become a shining 
figure before very long. They see the aura 
about him in Germany already. Al) Europe 
will see it before we do. Mr. Wilson was right. 
He gave the world the best impetus it has 
had in more than a thousand years—<« height 
yo which we could lift ovr eyes. That is the 
greatest service man can render on earth. It 
is service of vision and leadership, without 
which we were as the beasts of the field. The 
men we fought him will fade into nothing- 
ness as his brilliance increases. They are the 
men who gave Socrates poison. 

“In our controversy with Mexico we had 
everything on our side but right—which has 
turned out to be bigger than our navy, more 
powerful than our army and a greater force 
even than big bu:iness If we love right 
we must rejoice in her victory. Mr. Hughes 
could tairly endear himself to all lovers of jus- 
tice by saying: ‘Here is Mexico, which showed 
us where the unjust get off. She put us off 
there, and I am heartily glad of it They had 


me in a place where I had te take the course | 


I did, but Mexico spared me the humiliation or 
seeing our will imposed upon her own.’ 

“Which would be quite true. We demanded 
that she pledge herself to a construction of her 
constitution afterward placed upon it by her 
own Supreme Court. We could not wait for her 
to employ the same orderly processes which we 
insist upon enjoying in our own country, so she 
merely set us Her Supreme Court put 
exactly the construction Article 27 which 
we had insisted that the Mexican Government 
put upon it in a treaty without recourse to 
proper adjudication. 

“What is the trouble now? Point by point 
Mexico has mret our unfairness with fairness, 
and time after time we have been compelled 
to yield. Are we denying recognition now be- 
cause Judge Gary could not go down to Mexico 
and have the Secretary of Agriculture corrected 
because he will not buy farm machinery in the 
United States from 
ized labor? Are we waiting until after the dls- 
armament conference decides the fate of China 
so we can be free to give our undivided strength 
to the looting of Mexico? Or is it that we are 
just heartily ashamed and don't like to say 
anything until we recover from our embarrass- 
ment? 

“I hope that last is the case. It would be 
less ominous than the other reason, which I 
am beginning to fear is behind our Mexican 
policy,” Mr. Antwine said.
